British Columbia's death 
rate for 1955 was the low- 
est since 1939, according to 
vital statistics’ division an- 
nual report. 

Director J. H. Doughty said 
the preliminary death rate was 
down to 9.5 deaths per 1,000 dur- 
ing 1955, compared to 9.7 in 1954. 

“The great bulk of deaths now 
occur as a result of the three 
degenerative diseases —- heart 
disease, cancer and cerebro-vas 
cular lesions,” he said 

Two-thirds of all deaths in the 
province last year were at 
tribated to the three diseases. 

The next ¢three largest “kill- 
ers” were accidents, pneumonia, 
and diseases of early infancy. 
“Together, these causes account- 
ed for about one-fifth as many. 
deaths as did the first three, but 
with the important. difference 
that they strike the younger 
age groups, and thereby consti 
tute a more serious problem 
than their frequencies suggest,” 
said Mr. Doughty 

The accident death rate in 
B.C. dropped during the year, to 
60.3 per 100,000 of population 
compared to rates of 66.7 in 1954 
and 76.4 in 1953
